The Co-Operative Creamery Company 
WHY AND WHAT IS IT? 


The Co-Operative Creamery Company of Sedalia, Mo., is an activity 
proposed by the Farm Bureau of Pettis County, u the Sedalia Chamber of 
Commerce, owned equally by the producer and consumer. 
The capital stock of 30,000 dollars is divided into 3,000 shares of ten 
dollars each, fully paid and non-assessable, to be offered on such terms that 
all producers and consumers may purchase a share. 
Mr. Long, our County Agent, has had practical experience as a dairy­ 
man supplying milk products for city trade and knows the game both from 
the producer and consumer angle; so is especially well fitted to organize such 
a central station. 
Recently the Farm Bureau took for its slogan “ Make Pettis County the 
center for Holsteins in Missouri.” 
As a result of this the business men and 
farmers of the county organized a $30,000 corporal.on to purch 3•>. . oisteins. 
Nearly IOO cows have been purchased and two extra good hulls, subject 
to all tests required by veterinarians as to healthful conditions, together with 
the expert service of Prof. Fckles of the State Dairy Departing nt as to the 
best blood lines to buy. 
This commendable move to assist Pettis County to 
find her place in the sun, will soon result in a iaige product with no market­ 
ing machinery to take care of it. 
A few years ago the farmers of South Missouri were encouraged to plant 
orchards to grow the famous “ Big Red Apple.” Hundreds of orchards were 
planted, but in counties where no market associations were formed the prod­ 
uct rotted, the faithful orchardist was discouraged, the orchards inostlyidied. 
The increasing supply of dairy products is insistently demanding another 
forward step in the production of wealth and conserving the health of the 
public; the establishment of a central plant to receive and distribute dairy 
products in a sanitary and healthful manner. 


The dairyman, by selling to this central station, would sa * c needless weary miles 
of travel in distributing his product and give him more time to attend to his herd an'! 
improve the sanitary condition of his premises to the resultant benefit of his bar.:; 
account and improved healthful condition of his babies. 


Bringing together a number of competitive plants effects economics in three ways 
management, cest 
of production and distribution, and eliminates tributary industries not necessary and expensive. 
Sane co­ 
operation is the last word in efficient business management. 
Such a station would tend to stabilize prices, as the county agent could figure feeding rations, giving 
the producer a fair prolit. 
No business can long be conducted at a loss. 
It would result in tuberculin tested herds, healthy money makers for their owners, whose slogan would 
be “ Not how cheap, but how good.” 
The stockholders who prefer to order from their grocer would be supplied in that way instead of from 
the central station: 
A small dairy can not be supplied with the necessary modern appliances for the sani­ 
tary handling of milk products because of the excessive cost. 
A central station with ample capital could be equipped with a modern pasteuriizng outfit where milk 
would be subjected to just right temperature to destroy the vitality of any germs or ferments -insurance against 
accidental contamination; a steam fertilizer, a necessity for a sanitary place for the washing and sterilizing 
of bottles and equipment; a cheese factory’ or condensed milk depar m-nt if the supply of milk in the summer 
was ample: with an ice cream and cottage cheese supply; with butter, n < sold or fed to hogs on some con­ 
venient suburban place; with surplus products marketed in the cities. 
, here could be no basis for the fear 
that an unprofitable enterprise might be launched. 
Such a station could churn 1000 pounds of butter, have a more uniform product at less cost than 20 
dairies churning 50 pounds each. 
Dairy products required by the city could be delivered in a sanitary manner for one-third the cost at 
present by eliminating the expensive cost of duplication of travel and delivery service. 
The profits of this coo]) are all paid back to the shareholders, first the interest on the stock, secondly any 
remaining surplus would he distributed hack to the stockholders in proportion to business done with comr- 
The price to the consumer shareholder under this management is not vital, as he gets his dairy 
- 
ucts at cost. 
But the vital thing is to have a fair market for the producer and a good, uniform, civ. .
